Barcelona, July 27. — Barcelona is 

now under niiirtlal law. Serious riot- 
Ihk followed tile ilec-lai-atlon of a gen- 
eral sti'lltc In iii-otost agaln.st tlie mili- 
tary operations In -Moroceo and the 
(llspatcli to that country of large bod- 
ies of troopa. Sovurul persons have 
been killed, and a large nutnt^er were 
wounded. There has been^much light- 
ing in the streets and practically all 
conuiiunlcutlons liavo been destroyed. 
The food -supplies have been cut ojj. 
The prices ol* the necessltloa of life"' 
are almost prohibitive. 

The strikerH oheor the soldiers, but 
have attacked the police of Barcelona 
and suburban districts. The jiolice 
have not hesitated to uso their pfstoia 
fri'ely. As n result many innocent 
pedestrians have boon shot. All com- 
nlcrclal activities aro prostr.ated and 
service on the tramways and rail- 
roads, as well as cab and carriage 
servlctf-haa ceased. There la fear of 
much more serious disorders. Trouble 
la also reported from the interior 
towns. 

Open Rebellion. 

Madrid, July 27.— The cabinet held 
a long session today and decided that 
the situation in Catalonia is so grave 
that It nocessitatod tho proclaiming 
of martial law at Terragona and Cor- 
ona in addition to iSarcclona. The 
outbreaks In the hlstoric.ill v turbul- 
ent pi-ovincc ,pf. Catalonia, which 
^l'i!;t?A.«asji erHlfist against the war 
In RioroccoTJiave'Teached a stage of 
open rebollldn and revolution. 
Churches, schools and bridges have 
been burned and dynamited, railroads 
wrecked and a convent pillag*!. Pub- 
lic buildings have been attacked hv 
an armed and determined mob. Aii 
olllclal account admit.'j that tho trooi)s 
used their firearms freely. It is too- 
lloved that tho number of killed and 
wounded will ro.ich a high flgui-e.

Company Issues Statement as to Oper- 
ations of Its Mills Since 
Men Left Work 



P4ttsT}urg, July 27.— The American 
Sheet and Tinplate company yester- 
day issued a statement covering Its 
operations since July 1, wlien a strike 
was declared against It by the Amal- 
gamated Association of Steel, Iron and 
Tin AVorkcrs, who objected to the now 
open shop iiolicy. 

At tho time the strike was declared, 
it Is asserted, there wore 113 mills in 
the sheet departnionf operating, while 
a totfil of KM were running, or 7ij per 
cent of the tol:il .serviceable capacity 
of the company. In tho tinplate de- 
partment on July 1 thorn were SO mills 
In operation, th(^ statement continues, 
while yesterday a total of III were 
active; nr 51 per cent of the entire ser- 
vlceabln capacity. 

Continuing, the report s.ays that the 
Ouern.-ioy, Pa., mill, which formerly 
wa.s a union jiroposltlon, has been 
running In full since ,TuIy 1 on the 
open shop basis, Tho same atatemont 
^;1b made about the Midland and 



Struthers mills. There has been no 
occasion, it says, to start the Plqua, 
Ohio, plant, "as the product of that 
mill is not needed." The Aetna stand- 
ard mill at Bridgeport, Ohio, also re- 
mains closed.

a total aggf€sgata of alfnost 3;B00,O0O 
bushels. In addition there will be 
loading platforms all along. the Unc. 
Four elevator companies are nbw op- 
orating west on the- Grand Trunk Pa- 
cliie 

There ■will b6 somewhere in tlie 
neighborlibbd of B,000 freight cars 
available to take out the grain, and 
upwards of 176 locomotives. The pres- 
ent power along the line Is being aug- 
mented by two new engines every two 
weeks. 

There is at present under construc- 
tion at Kort William a terminal .stor- 
age and transfer el(;vator for tho com- 
pany, which will have ultimately a 
unit capacity of 10,000,000 bushels. At 
the present time one section wllli a ca- 
jiiiclty for 3,SO(),()00 bushels is nearing 
completion.

ENDS IN TRA GEDY

Arraugemnnls 
were lieing coiicludiHl when Kills liro<i 
over tile shoulder of Senator Davla at 
Willis. (,'nurt attaclies struck Iiis 
arm, however, and tho bullet went 
wild. VVlllis ran from the court room 
with Ellis in pursuit. Ellis fired again 
wiion ho reached a doorway, Inlllct- 
ing a wound frdm the effects of which 
Willis died within ten ml^utes.^ Ellis 
surrendered and was Irijarfeoned. 
Later, however, he was taken from 
the city by ofllcors In an automobile 
for an unknown destination.

Glace Buy, N. S., July 2T.— ^ho coal 
coni])any is gaining fast at Dominion 
No. 2. . Today 1,000 tons of coal came 
up and 300 men were below, a large 
increase In that mine. 

Another steam shovel Is to Ije In- 
stalled at the big bank at No. 2, which 
will largely increase tho total ship- 
ment. Double shifts will probably be 
put on at this bank, whore there is 
yet probably ovor 100,000 tons of coal. 
The company Is bringing In new men, 
otherwise the strike is still rigid. The 
men aro very firm and there aro very 
few desertions from the ranks. There 
is no talk of yielding by either party, 
and it looks like a light to a llnish. 

This morning a report ran through 
the town that Manager .Simpson's 
house at Reserve had been blown up 
during the night. Simpson'.s house 
is a two story building, with a veran- 
dah across the front and the eastern 
side. Windows were domolishod and 
the floor and frame of the verandah 
were destroyed. A quantity of dyna- 
mite or other high explosive had been 
placed on the floor of the verandah 
opposite the :front entrance and ex- 
ploded with a; liise.' ■'TOdifrb of 
the house Is shtikeh and •shattered, in- 
side parts of the wall protrude In- 
wards and the frame works so twisted 
that the door cannot bo opened. One 
of the : corner posts on the verandah 
was blown Into an adjoining yard a 
distance of ovor 30 feet. 

Tile quantity of dynamite used must 
~lmvc been large, as tliis was an un- 
closed exi)losion. What the results 
would havo been had tho dynamlto 
boon placed In the wall or under tlio 
house may easily bo Imagined. None 
of the inmates could havo escaped 
with their lives. 

Mr. Simpson and his family woro 
asleep In their beds at the moment of 
the explosion, which was at li.io this 
mprnlng.- It seems peculiar that Mr. 
Simpson should haVe been singled out 
as the object of this outrage, .as ho 
Is a very (lulet man arid has 'been on 
good terms with the men. 

Tile strike leaders have arranged for 
a monster parade of strikers on Sat- 
urday afternoon from Glace Bay to 
Dominion No. 1, whoro a picnic will 
bo lield. Prominent strike loaders will 
speak, and it is expected that tlie Jlvo 
thousand strikers will jio joined In 
their demonstration by a great num- 
ber of sympathizers.

i'^rnie, B. C, July 27.— Michel, one of 
the larger coal mining towns of the 
Crow's Nest district, Is an armed camp 
today, among its foreign ijopulatlon 
especially, because of the activity of 
the Black Hand societ.N-. Great excite- 
ment lias prevailed since .Sunday, when 
live leaders amongst the foreign miners 
and busineBs men wore threatened with 
instant death by the Black Hand un- 
less they paid $200 each. 

In the threatening letters received 
places for the deposit of the money 
wore designated, one of them being 
alongside a largo rook which Is a land 
mark, at tho rear of the Roman Cath- 
olic church. Last night tlie threatened 
men turned over the letters to the po- 
lice, and Provincial Constable .Steven- 
son and Bulger Immediately made an 
Investigation. 

Tlie time set i'or tho deposit of the 
money was l)etwoen ten o'clock last 
night and two o'clock this morning, 
several men were posted at the desig- 
nated places, and false iiarcels were 
)!laced in the liidlng places by the ro- 
cli)lents of the jotters, but no attempt 
was made by the i31ack Hand gang to 
claim the boiuity. 

Not a member of tho big colony of 
Italian minors Is working today. Every- 
one In the town Is armed, and the 
Italian people are out to assist the po- 
lice In protecting the lives of the 
threatonesi men. Three hundred and 
fifty armed Italians held a meeting this 
afternoon and discussed the situation. 
The police force is being doubled by 
the swearing In of specials. Several 
Italians are under suspicion, and are 
being clnsely w^atohed. ' Any attempt to 
have tho city will result In their (m- 
iinedlate arrest.

Engine of His.Aeroplane Stops 
hen Twd Miles Fj-o m 
V' Dover " 



Dover, Eng., July 27.— Herbeft Lath- 
am's second attempt to fly across the 
English Clianiiel ended disastrously to- 
day. Almost in the moment of victory 
his monoplane iiutterod down into tlie 
ojien sea two miles behind the Ad- 
miralty pier, like a bird with a broken 
wing. Thousands of people crowding 
the water front saw tho fall, and lor 
nearly lialf an hour they were icejit in 
suspense, not itnowing whetlior tho 
daring aeronaut had been rescued from 
the water. A Hock of large and small 
craft raced to the scene of the disaster, 
and a pinnace from the British battle- 
aliip Russell picked up the unlucky 
flyer and put him on board the French 
torpedo boat destroyer ISscopette. After 
a surgeon shad tlttended tb his Injuries, 
the destroyer brought him ashore, and 
he was taken to the Lord Warden Ho- 
tel. His lace was damaged and bleed- 
ing, and his nose was broken. 

Tho machine, budly wrecked, was 
brouglit to the dock. Latham's lliglit, 
to tlie moment of lis sensational llnish, 
in some respects eclipsed Blcriot's. He 
made greater si)eed, being only twenty 
minutes in the air from the time lie 
left the coast of France. Apparently 
he steered a straigliter course than 
lileriol, and lie was maklrig directly 
for Dover when he fell. 

Tho disastrous ending of tho lliglit 
furnislied a dramatic scene. Before 
six o'clock the clamor of tlie bells in 
the liarbor notitied tiie town that an- 
other Channel crossing was to be at- 
tempted. In a marvellously short time 
the water front, piers, and .cliffs were 
crowded. Boon two French torpedo 
boats, which preceded the aeroplane 
were seen approaolling at a furious 
gult. Fourteen minutes after six an 
airship was discovered heading 
straight for tho centre of the town. The 
rapidity of Its lllght was evidenced by 
the swiftness with which it grew larger 
and assumed a bird-like appearance. 
Suddenly it began to slacken speed, at 
the same time gliding to the surface of 
the ocean. It lluttered a few times and 
fell like a wounded eagle. 

It was nearly eight o'clock when the 
Esco|;ette came alongside the Prince of 
Wales pier to land Latham and his 
machine, wliich was seen to be niucli 
larger than Blerlofs little dyer. The 
crew of the Escapotte said tiiat the de- 
stroyed was ten miles I'roni Calais when 
•Latham started, and he overtook them 
in a quarter of an hour. 

"It is another case of real hard luck," 
said Latham, In an Interview. "Whon 
I started everything was very rosy. I 
rose to a height of BOO feet half way 
across, going splendidly; then within 
three niilea of the coast I heard the 
sirens and bells, Then came the 
tragedy. I was only a mile and a half 
from the harbor rnoutli. A dead 
silence; the pulsations of the motor 
appcar(Hl to hesitate; they stopped. My 
sjieetl slacken(!d, I gradually descended. 
At thirty feet above the water I de- 
scended like an Injured bird, fearing to 
alight. I lay down In order to l«.'.ssen 
the force of the blow, aiul struck tlie 
sea with comparutlvo liglitni\ss. My 
goggles struck a piece of the iilane and 
cut my forehead. It api)eared a long 
wait before 1 was r 'Scued. Tin,' ac;el- 
dent was duo to the motor falling, 
much as it did on tho former occasion. 
I will have another try as apon as I am 
fit." 

Tho physician in attendance toniarht 
reported that he did not' believe that 
tho aeronaut was greatly hurt.

Scant Hope Being Entertained for 
Long Missing Tug Which Started 
From Panama 

Sca-faviiig men have not for a long 
time been confronted with such a 
mvstifying case! of -disappearance at 
sea us tlie little tug Grayling. The 
craft is now nearly two months out 
from Seattle for Panama,, and was ex- 
pected to . come to this port for coal 
and supplies. 

The tug left .Seattle on May 27, and 
was last reported early In June a lit- 
tle soutli of Cape Blanco, when ("apt. 
Cousins of the coasting liner PrcKl- 
(lont warned Capt. A.. A. Moore of the 
tug that lie had liettor .seek .slieltcr 
from a galo which was appearing on 
the horizon. 

When the tug jjaased out of the 
Straits of Juan de Kuca she had failed 
to clear at Victoria, as was scheduled, 
and tho.tJ. S. customs .officials 'imme- 
diately became' susplcloua that she 
was going smuggling. The Grayling 
luid been ^<okl to Panama parties and 
was Htooked with sulllclent provisions 
and colli 10 bring her well down the 
coast. Siio was e.\|)ected to Stop cither 
here or at San Djcgo to replenish her 
eompleincMit if neccs.sary. 

Tlic Grayling wa.s made a.'^ seawor- 
thy as poaslbje liefore slie loft, and 
aft(n- weatlierlhg tlie storm' off Cape 
Flattery and another oft Columbia 
river, Capt. Moore wrote that she was 
all right and that he was starting for 
San Diego. The fact that she has not 
called either at San Francisco or the 
lower coa.st port strengthens the 
theoi-y of niany that she mufft have 
foimdcrod. 

It Is .-^aid thiit the Gra.N'ling conid 
not turn turtle, but that she might 
possibly ship a big sea broadside, in 
which event, if her house was car- 
ried away, she would go to the bot- 
tom. She had food for 10 days. Some 
tliinlt the vessel brolte down and may 
he drifting off the Mexican coast. 
Others e.vprefss the opinion that her 
crew may have been piclced up by 
aomo sailing: vessel and be on the way 
to a far-distant port, or they may 
have taken to l)oats and be on some 
Inaccessible part of the .Mexican coast 
alive and well. Tf the Grayling shows 
11 F> again tliose on board will no doubt 
have an Interesting story to tell.

CAPTAIN GAUDIN- 
IS EXONERATED 



Report of Commissioner Greg- 
ory Finds Charges -Have ^ 
No Foundallon' ^ ' 



Ottawa, July ::.S.— In the case of 
Capt. Caudin, agent of marine and 
lishcries at Victoria, tlie report of F. 
B. Gregorv, investigating commission- 
er, lias been submltt.ed to thev'depart- 
ment. It reads as jfoUows: - •. 

The Honorable the Minister of Mar- 
ine and Flsherlos, Ottawiu 

Sir, — I have the iionor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your commission 
dated the Kith May, 1IJ09, autliori/.lng 
nie to investigate u!lde^ oath and re- 
port upon oertaln cliarges preferred 
against i\Ir. James Gaudln, agent of 
llie department of marine ancl fish- 
eries at Victoria, B. C, and I beg-to 
report as follows: • 

I received tho commiBSloii on the 
,Tlst May, 1909. 

Owing to Mr. Gaudln's illness the 
enquiry was not entered upon until tho 
17th June, 1909. It was concluded on 
tile 25tli June, and the stenographer's 
transcript of evidence handed to me 
on tiie 2nd July. ' 

From the evidence given 1 am un- 
alde to believe Mr. Gaudln to be guilty 
Lif any of the charges made against 
him. 

In 1908 there was only IV- tons of 
coal delivered at Fisguard lighthouse 
li.ei)t by Capt. George Johnston, but it 
appears (lulte clear from the records 
of the department that that Is all. tho 
government paid for for that station. 

Capt. Jolinsion's evidence was so 
contradictory ami his demeanour so 
strongly indicated violent animosity 
and prejudice against Capt. Gaudln, 
thf.t 1 am unable to place tho slight- 
est reliance upon any of his sworn 
testimony. 

'I'lie charges made by Atigu.st 
Sciiultz dill at lirst appctir to iiavo 
some fouiuhttion in fact, liis demean- 
our under examination was not fav- 
orable to him. He Is an uneducated 
foreigner, scarcely understanding the 
English language, and. In view of tho 
statements made by Jlessrs Nodek, 
Maynard and Grey, two 1 of whom 
should hiive been able to corroborate 
him if Ills statements were true, and 
his repeated contradiction of liis own 
statements, 1 cannot acceiit liis story. 

Capt. Gaudin franklj' admitted that 
lie could not produce any requisition 
order for tlie coal bucljots mentioned 
hy Schult/,, nor any voucher for their 
delivery, and his explanation appears 
In the tran.script of his evidence. He 
was [lositlvo as to his personal pay- 
ment foi' tho woric performed" by 
Schuiti; on the chicken house, but 
could not recall tlie details. There ia 
no evidence among tiie departmental 
records of nny payment to Schultz to 
fully correspond with his story. Capt. 
Gaudln's evidence llirougliout was 
given with frankness and without lies- 
itatlon, and. In view of tlio nature of 
the evidence offered against him, I 
cannot refuse to accept ills statements, 
as substantially. J.ruo.ln all respects. ' 

Thf. evidence', pif ,atr^. , A'. . Dalli^lh.'i 
chief clerk' In •the ""department.Mwqs 
unsatisfactory, but I am satisfied of' 
the honesty of his Intentions, and that 
his confusion arose from extreme ner- 
vousness caused by a recent bereave- 
ment in his family, etc. He was plain- 
ly a sick man. 

The evidence given by :\Irs. Marie 
A. Croft, the keejicr of Discovery Isl- 
and station, was unimportant, but I 
regret to say tiiat I feel compelled to 
call your attention to it, as set out in 
tho transcript. 

Several times during the sittings of 
tho enquiry, aryl through the news 
items of the local press, I expressed 
my willingness, in accordance with the 
Instructions accompanying your com- 
mission, to enipilrc Into any other 
char,:;^ nf malfeasance in ollice made 
order oath. .\"o one appearing to 
make an.\- other charge, 1 closed the 
cn(piir.\- ;it the e(mclusion of the In- 
vestigation of Uw Si?liulti! ehargi.'. 

Herewith I return tho commission 
issued herein, also the original de- 
clarations of Johnston and Sehultz. I 
also enclose the transcript of evid- 
ence and copies of tho exhibits pro- 
duced.

With the aggregate vahn; of tiic 
buildings, for which iiermlts have been 
Issued by the building inspector so far 
tills month in excess of the total ag- 
gregate value for July a year ago, and 
with the permit for the Pcmberton 
block, which will cost about 52,50,000, 
to be Issued In a day or two, July this 
year will give the largest reliiriiH nf 
any month since the system of build- 
ing jiermlts was established two years 
ago. 

So far this month tho aggregate 
value of the buildings for which per- 
mits have been Issued, Is $109,1)20 
compared with .$10(i,00p for the whole 
of July a year ago. The plans of the 
new Pembcrton iilock are now In tlie 
hands of the building inspector, and 
tho permit will be issued either today 
or tomorrow. This will add $250,000 
to the month's figures bringing tho to- 
tal up to $3,'5i),020, Willie other project- 
ed buildings for which permits havu 
not yet been Issued will probably bo 
registered witli tlio liuilding Inspector 
before the end of the montli, ma-.' 
torlally swelling this total. 

Including the permit for the Pem- 
bcrton block the lotnl to date this year 
Is $1,1'19,120, compared wltii .$626,720 
to the end of July a- year ago, an in- 
crease of .$522, -100, cV tibout 8.1 per 
cent.

The steamer Queen reached port late 
this afternoon from Skagvvay and 
Alaskan . ports with a. full complement 
of excursionists on board. The Queen 
was sent north to accommodate the 
overflow of excursion travel from the 
steamer Spokane and made the usual 
extra calls at the Muir and Taku gla- 
ciers, Sitka and otlier points of inter- 
est In tho north. The excursion busi- 
ness to Alaska, has been heavier this 
season than ever, and all tho regular 
liners have carried many round-trip 
passengers. AVhile tho excursion voy- 
ages to Alaska by the P. C. S. S. Co. 
steamers given over to this tr&de will 
hot be continued after August 20, it 
Ib expected that many Eastern people 
will take passage on the regular liners 
to and from Skagway and other ports. 

The exposition has brought thou- 
sands of strangers to Puget Sound, 
and the steamship men are reaping the 
benellt. Not In years has tho travel 
to and from Soutlicastern AUieka been 
so heavy. By far the largest per cent, 
of this business, however, is excursion, 
although there Is the usual amount of 
regular travel. For weeks every 
steamer to Skagway and Sitka has 
been crowded and manj' tourists liave 
been disappointed in- being unable to 
get accommodations ' on this route. 
Even with extra vessels on the run, 
It has been Impossible to earn for the 
rush. Tho overworked ticket agents 
and their assistants have been labor- 
ing without respite. 

In less than four weeks the Skagway 
liners will discontinue tlie excursloti 
trips to Sitka and the glaciers, but 
when they return to tho regular win- 
ter run, travel will probably bo heavier 
than usual, for many strangers will 
lalie advantage of tlie opportunit.y to 
go to Skagway via the Inside passage.

Wc arc not disposed to complain 

greatly because the Dominion govern- 
niont has not horetoforo rocognlzod tlio 
iniportiinee of providing transconti- 
nental railway connection for Van- 
couver Island. When the Laurler ad- 
ministration came into power Its at- 
tention was dlrectei to tho c(in.striic- 
tion of the Crow's Nosi. Pass Railway, 
and very shortly aft jr that was pro- 
vided for, the National Transconti- 
nental project was launched. We 
think it would have been wiser if this 
latter eiitL-riirisu Had Ucei' undertaken 
with tho view of nviching the ocean hy 
way of a Vancouver l.sland port; but 
the road will deve;op a very valuable 
area In this province, ai-(?- we are not 
inclined to criticise the route chosen 
by the government. it is doubtless 
true that Sir "Wilfrid ]-,aurior, when ho 
selected a point near Port Kimpson as 
the western terminal- of tha new eystem 
was not in poBses^ion of the facts, 
•which, if lac had known tliem, might 
have led lilm to prefer an Island port, 
The other day Mr. Charles Murphy, 
' Secretary of State, said In substance 
that Canada was so vast, and there 
was so much to be done that what to 
do first was an embarrassing question 
The country is of great magnitude; its 
resources are many and varied; settle- 
ment is scattered, and the demands of 
the several sections are necesEarily 
sometimes oonlllctlng. Political ex- 
pediency has its influence also to some 
' extent, not so much because it leads a 
government to do things wlilch 
ought not to be done, as b 
cause it secures consideration 
, for projects of less Import- 
, ance to the prejudice of projects of 
_ greater Importance. Then, also, there 
i is tlie matter of financial limitations, 
■} Kvon though a government may be dls- 
aj posed to look favorably upon a projc'ct- 
*f ed enterprise, there may be good rea- 
.sons why., tor^he time being. It ought 
not to undertake -it; Then there Is the 
ful-ther consideration that time Is nec- 
essary to Impress any government with 
tho Importance of an entirely new 
transportation project. To these con- 
siderationa must- be added the neces- 
sity of securing some company which 
will be ready, under certain conditions, 
to undertake such a project. The 
Grand Trunk Railway wished to get a 
share of the carrying trade of the 
Prairies, and approached Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler with a suggestion. He replied 
with a counter proposition, and the re- 
sult wa.s tho National Tranacontlnental 
Railway scheme. 

We draw attention to the fact tliat 
the Canadian Northern and the Grand 
Trunk Pacific are striving to enter 
Vancouver for the purpose of handling 
traffic, of which only a very small part 
originates in or near that city, and 
most of which could be just as con- 
veniently handled from some other 
point. The bulk of eastbound freight, 
that for generations to come will bo 
sent from the Pacific Coast of Canada, 
will consist of the products of the for- 
est. To a railway com])any ii may not 
be very material at what point it re- 
ceives these products; but it is im- 
portant to the country as a whole that 
they should be delivered to rail at the 
cheapest point, and where losses would 
be the least. We have one transcon- 
tinental railway coming to the coast 
at Vancouver and another coming to 
Prince Rupert. Neither of these roads 
taps the great forest area. There is 
some timber reasonably adjacent to 
.Vancouver, but not enough to supply 
freight for more than a few years. A 
few years also will exhaust the .ship- 
ping ability of the forests adjacent to 
Prince Rupert. The timber to lie car- 
rleij east over tho roads terminating at 
these points must to a very largo ex- 
tent bo brought to them from areas a 
hundred and more miles distant, and 
the transportation of it is attended 
with considerable expense and a seri- 
ous percentage of lo.s.s. 

■' Seymour , Narrows, or a point In 
that vicinity, is the centre of the great 
forest area of British Columbia, of 
the area that will supply the greater 
part of the east bound timber ship- 
ments In tho next century. There- 
fore, a railway from the east to some 

'point in that vicinity will not only 
control the transportation of the tini- 
lior, but win afford facllltieB whereby 
the forest wealth of the province — our 

.greatest" asset now in sight — can bo 
exi[)lolted "at- a 'minimum of cost 'and 
with a mlnitnum:<J!f;lo'ss. . 

The Canadian Pacific the Canadian 
Northern and tho Grand Trunk i^aci- 
flc are eager to secure' the trali.sporta- 
tion of .this timber. Therefore tho 
time has come when we can join In an 
effort to induce one of them to build 
a railway to the coast at some point, 
near Seymour Narrows with ^ every'- 



prospect, ot .success. We can hope 
now to;;siiico4etf^^ initial ste;?, that 
is to , iriterest-the railway company. 
When we have once done that, the 
second V step, namely .to interest the 
governments concorne'di wilt not, be dlf- 
flciilt*,^'' That Is .wh0jvp.^|iavo-ih,e,a^ 
tills; article with' ihe'sw'ordB "The-IroV 
Is Hot.-^ NoM^/is/iheStIme.to..8trlke. 

Now all the great timber \vealth of 
the province can be most advan- 
tageously handled from the point 
mentioned. That lying along tho 
iWest Coast," u&ihg jthe' expression to 
mean the region from Sooko to Quat- 
sino, can be handled by way of Vic- 
toria better tliaii by any other way. 
Hence, a railway by what is common- 
ly spokeii of. as the Bute Inlet route, 
although one by anothier channel may 
ultimately be chosen, Is not antagonis- 
tic to tho VIctoria-Barkley Sound 
line. If we were in a position to ad- 
vise the rival transcontinental lines, 
which seek a route by which they can 
handle the products of tho great tim- 
bered areas, we should say that one 
of them should seek the Southern 
route and secure the carrying trade 
to be developed by way ,of a railway 
from Victoria to Barkley ^ound, and 
tho other shcnrld -.s-oek the central route 
and secure the tralllc to be developed 
in the very heart of the timbered re- 
gion. Until *e are in a position to 
say that such advice would be ac- 
cei)tod by tho railway companies, it 
waiUd be premature to urge upon the 
provincial government tho adoption 
of a policy that ensure the railways 
proposed, but it is not too soon to say 
that if tho i)rovlnclal government 
could see Its way clear to give sucili 
aid as it could, in addition to what 
the Dominion government might give, 
to bring about tho construction of the 
road mentioned. It would confer an 
incalculable benolit upon the prov- 
ince. Neither Is It too soon to say 
to tho people of Victoria and Vancou • 
ver Island that the time has come 
when, foiKettlng all personal and po- 
litical differences, they sho\iid unite in 
a determined effort to realize the 
above projects. 



OBSTRUCTING BUSINESS 

Once more efforts to set up an in- 
dustrial establishment In Victoria are 
being frustrated by an absurd objec- 
tion that tho area where it is i)roposod 
to erect it Is "residential." As a mat- 
ter of fact It is chiefly a cow pasture, 
but It comes within the definition of 
"residential" In tho city by-law. 
Under tho circumstances the Building 
Inspector had to withhold the permli, 
and refer it to the Council. Tho 
Council very sensibly granted the per- 
mit. Now the Mayor declines to sign 
It because some people, some of whom 
do not live near the proposed site, ob- 
ject, and the application will go back 
to the Council again. 
■ Our llrat proposition Is that the 
Mayor should have complied with tho 
decision of the Council and signed .thp 
permit. ll is preposterous that there 
should be no finality In matters of this 
kind. 

Our second proposition la that, while 
persons, whose property is near tho 
site of proposed factories, may have 
a aentimental grievance when such 
establishments are permitted, the wel- 
fare of the community must first bo 
considered. Here is a piece of prop- 
erty, which is unoccupied as are the 
lots beyond It for some distance. Then 
come a few small houses, then an oc- 
cui)iod field and then a .street. Topaz 
Avenue. Opposite the proposed alto 
is a residence, and next adjoining it is 
a field used as a pasture, and much 
below the level of the roadway. Then 
comes Garbally Road and beyond Gar- 
bally Road there are two or three 
houses and a fire hall; then comes tho 
Burnslde Road. Beyond Topaz Avenue 
is a house or two, one of them being 
a saloon and then comes a brickyard. 
In tho roar of tho proposed site is the 
V. & S. railway right of way. Such 
is what is called a "residential" dis- 
trict, which must not be put to such 
base uses as the manufacture of 
sashes and doors. 

If the erection of factories in tiii.s 
city is to be prevented, by ail means 
let the fact be known. We are talking 
of spending great sums of money to 
have power to sell to factories, and 
yet we are not going to allow persons 
to erect tlie factories in- which power 
is used. If the factory Is erected some 
thirty or forty men will receive steady 
employment. Behind the undertaking 
is a good deal of money, and a large 
Industry can be built up. Tho site 
was chosen because it is convenient 
to the V. & S. railway. We urge tho 
majority of the Council to stand firm 
in this matter and allow the permit to 
be granted. .-V large factory on the 
site mentioned would enhance the 
value of nearby unoccupied property, 
and owing to the nature of tho local- 
ity would not depreciate any of the 
existing residences. 



RAIL TO THE NORTH. 

Tho Evening Post, which is very 
favorable to a railway from Victoria to 
the north end of the Island, doubts 
C n line could be found which would' 
not have to cross tho E. and N. land, 
and in some idaces parallel the K. and 
N Railway. It thinks, however, that 
the Railway Cammisslon' could adjusb 
any difficulties which might arise oh 
this score, as it undoubtedly could. 
Happily, there need be no sucli dllllcul-. 
ties. The E. and N. Railway Company 
has no power to prevent another railj'^ 
way company from crossing its lands 
any more than any private individual 
\taa that power. ■ We may mention that 
the Grand Trunk Pac,inc Branch Lines 
company has a charter authorizing it 
to construct a railway lengthwise of 
tho 'Island by the west coast. 
,y.Thfe B/and N. tract touches the West 



Coast in two places. One is at Otter 
Point, and the other on jv.lbernl Canal; 
therefore, the G. T. P. Branch Lines 
charter authorizes a railway that must 
cross the B. and N. tract in at least 
two places. It Is true, as oXir contem- 
fporary says, that no railway can bo 
built to follow the AVest Coast, owing 
to the numerous arms of '.the; sea; but 
years ago this whole riuestlori was con- 
sidered In connection with the British 
Paclilc project, and ob.scrvations made 
since then confirm tho, conclusions 
reached at that' time, .'t.jjrhe following 
route for a'rallway'.from VlctiDrla to the 
north end of tlie Island is said to bo 
feasible: 

Beginning at Victoria, the line' would 
extend to Barkley. Sound. A recog- 
nizance surve.v. has' been made of the 

route, and It Is known to be practicable. 
I'''rom the terminus of this line at 
Sarlta a feasible route exists to the 
head of Albernl Canal, ani it is not at 
all Improbable that one could be found 
by way of the NItlnat river to the val- 
ley one of the several streams enter- 
ing the canal from the eastward. From 
the bead of Albern.! Caned ja, pejrfecjtly 
.feasible IroutV'-extonds !as yfar as the 
head of Great Central Lake. Between 
that lal;o and Battle's Lake It Is said 
that there would be ho serious diffi- 
culty. On tho east of .the latter lake a 
good route can be found, so it Is alleg- 
ed on the authority of one of the most 
experlencod timber cruisers, and a 
prospector who has examined the 
country thoroughly, says that the 
country west of the lake will be found 
adapted to railway construction. North 
of Buttle's Lake, and south of Crown 
Mountain, the country is relatively low, 
so much so, indeed, tluit cxiilorers say 
a good route for a railway can be found 
from Nootka Sound on the West Coast, 
to the mouth of Campbell river, on the 
Kast Coast. From this low cnimtry 
the line would extend to Muclialat 
Lake; thence to the headwaters of tho 
Kiaanche River, and down that river 
to the East Coast opposite Alert Bay, 
and thence to Hardy Bay; or It Is said 
a route can be found from the head of 
NImpklsli Lake to Hardy Bay or Quat- 
slno Sound, as might: be preferred. 
Such a line would not in any sense oC 
the word parallel the E. and N. Not 
more than thirty miles of it would be 
over the land grant of the E. and N. 
Railway.

of Thana ICtiUgunge, district Jessore. 
On l'\:b. IS last he was arrested on a 
chtirge of theft In the house of . tho 
rtajaii of .valdanga, and was taken to 
the Rajbari. There the police Daroga 
ordered a Chowkidar (name un- 
known) and a Jamadan of the rajah 
to assault the deceased. He was de- 
tained in the dalan (portico) of the 
rajbari for two days, and was then al- 
lowed to go liome, wbere he was con- 
litied to bed. His wife, Rangini Dasl. 
complained against the rajah before 
the deputy magistrate of Jhlnldali, 
but the complaint was dismissed. Tho 
man was tlien brought to the Medical 
College hosrlt.il by his relatives for 
treatment, where he expired, after 
making a dying declaration before Ba- 
bu Kadar Nath Bose, an honorary ma- 
gistrate. 

Gun-runners Active. 
A serious, feature is reported in con- 
noctlori -with the sucoossful importa- 
tion" 6f flfles and cflii?tl"fd#s iiitd Af- 
ghanistan and the tribal country, 
thfdUgh thft ageincy of gun-runners 
ft*om Muscat. This Is the appearance 
of sfhokelej^ft'ahsmuhltlon among the 
cJOnsl^mnents. • liately' small-bore ri- 
fles ^hayevhoeili shipped' In conKlderablo 
numbers from Europe, and with tliein 
have come tho necessary cartridges. It. 
Is stated that tlib demand for the better 
class of weapon has been a most active 
one, and that those engaged In tho 
trade have not failed to meet It. Tho 
fact therefore has to be faced that tho 
arms now corning Into common use be- 
yond the Nortlnvest frontier are of tho 
most modern pattern, and In future ex- 
peditions the BritLi^li or Indian troops 
will have to meet tin enemy far lietter 
equipped for defence than was the case 
a fe\V' years ago. If tho traffic con- 
tinues, it. Is, added, the., tribes •will in 
time rearm themselves altogether, and 



ithey may be tempted to assume an ag- 
gressive attitude. Tho guardianship of 
the border will then bo a very arduous 
task, and in view of this, contingency 
tlie government is urged to iTJike-Spe^ 
clal efforts to 'stop' gun'-runfllng iot 
every kind. 

A meeting of the All-India Mos- 
lem league, held at Kaisorbagh,. to 
discuss the position of Mohammedans 
under Lord Morley's reform scheme, 
was attended by representatives from 
every iirnvince of India, with the ex- 
ception of Jiladras and Burma, whence 
sympathetic telegrams were received. 
The lirst resolution adopted, which 
was iiroposed by Mr. Imam All, sec- 
onded by Mr. Shafi and supported by 
Haji JiuHa Klian, of Aligarh, and 
other speakers, was as follows: "Thjtt 
the All-India Moslem league looks with 
great dismay and: alarm upon any'ln- 
tentlOnS Of the government to limit 
separate Mohammed^h representation 
to a number of seats closely approach- 
ing that to which their numerical pro- 
]iortion In tho population entitles tiiera, 
and considers such Intentions to he a. 
distinct departure from the pledges 
given by tlie government — jiledgcs 
that distinctly and unequivocally in- 
sured separate Mohammedan repres- 
entation, both on the grounds of nu- 
merical strength and the political im- 
portance of the Mohammedan com- 
munity. The league puts forward its 
most respectful but emphatic protest 
against tho enunciation of a policy 
that la bound to create in tlic iiilndS 
of the Moliammodans a di.slru.'it to 
which the Mcd'uunineilans of India have 
so far reinaiued unaccustomed at the 
liaiids of til,! British government. The 
league, under the circumstances, con- 
skler.s it its duty, in the liest Interest 
of tlie country, to realHrm Its convic- 
tion that a full,, adequate and offec- 
tivQ ■ representation of Indian. Mussul- 
mans cannot be secured without pro- 
viding for them by special and separ- 
ate electorates comprised entirely of 
Mohammedan electors, and a number 
of seats fixed, not onl.\' on t\\o. liasl.'i of 
numerical iiroportion. Init also in ac- 
cordance with their iiolitieai impor- 
tance. That, in tlie fipinlon of this 
league, real and effective reiiresenla- 
tlon of M ()lianinie<lans can be secured 
only by election of the practicability 
of which in.^tny .part of .Indla.the All- 
Indian Moslem league cntertt^ins ^no 
doubt." 

Mohammedan's 'Excited. 

In proposing the above resolution 
Mr. Imani All safd that Mohammedans 
occupied a position wholly different 
from that of other races Inhabltlrig 
India. They had a history, a tradi- 
tion of their own, and a dynamic force 
In them that necessitated special 
treatment. He warned tiie govern- 
ment of India that they would incur 
great danger unless the pledges given;, 
to Alohaniinedans for scpai'fllto 0166- 
torates were fuUUlcd. . . 

It was proposed by Mti, ^Hlhs^ada 
Aftab Ahmed KhanV baWis£ef'6f "Ali- 
garh,. seconded by Mr. Maz Harulhati, 
barrister, of Bankloporo, smd support-; 
ed fay Mirza Samolla. Bog, pleader, of .' 
Lucknow: "That this meeting of th(i 
All-India Jloslem league strongly re- 
affirms tlie opiliinn exiiresised on pre- 
vious occasioii.s tliat the concession of 
separate .'ind adeiiiiate representation 
in excess of their numerical strength 
should not be cunruiod to their re- 
presentation on the reformed councils 
only, but should bo extended to the 
nuinlcipal and dlstJ'Ict boards,- a piMn- 
clplc which has always .woi'kcd with 
success In a large humbei' tif munici- 
palities In the Punjab." •

Local consumers oC the luacloua 
peach as well, as the .ajjrlcpt y{i\\ And 
themselves short of thSir , pVeserying 

fruit tlii.s year If advices from ttifcl 
fruit prrowlng districts ;iro correct. 
Already the prices of the^e fruits have 
gone soaring conacqunnt on the sliort- 
oned crop following tha bad weather 
in the spring. Apricots are now re- 
tailing on the local marliol at one dol- 
lar per crate more than at this timl; 
a year ago, and the price will likely 
advance; In fact the fruit Is expect- 
ed to bo off the market in a few days. 
The severe winter Is given as the 
cause of the sliort crop, and while the 
fruit wlilch survived is of good qual- 
ity, it is decldedlj' limited in point of 
quantity. The same condition nf af- 
fairs applies to ])caches. The Okan- 
agan crop was practically rulnod by 
tlin early frosts, and in man.v In- 
stances tlie treus were destroyed. In 
the famous Wenatchcc district In Ore- 
gon the same unfavorable weather has 
been experienced witli a similar result. 
.\s a result the local market will have 
to bo ciiiell.\- supplied from California 
for preserving peaches, and these will 
arrive heri' in about two weeks. 

In previous years it was the custom 
to wjiit for the Oregon and Mainland 
peaches, Init willi the crop at those 
j points cut to \-ery small proportions 
the California crop will have to lill 
the demand this year, and if consum- 
ers flo not use tlie ( •aliforni.-i fruit they 
arc likely m ge( none all.

The company, which in conjunqtion 
with the Saanlch Lumber company, 
proposes to erect an up-to-date estab- 
lishment on lot 19, block'-'i, Douglas 
street, just north' of 'Market' street, re- 
cently applied to- tho building inspec- 
tor for a building permit.' , That of- 
licial refused to grant the' permit- On 
the grounds that as tho proposed loca- 
tion of the 'factory comes , w.ltfijn tlie 
section- defined In the buUdIng,. bylaw 
as a residential section such an Indus-' 
tr>' Is barred. Tho applicants were 
referred to the councll-as the Inspector 
clalmetV he did not ha've the power to 
grant the permit. 

Mr. Billings, of the Saunich Lumber 
company, and .Mr. Burdick, of the 
Woodworkers Limited, appeared be- 
fore the civic fathers on ^Monday e\-en- 
ing and .after a lengtliy discussion that 
body decided tluit the piu-mit should 
bo granted subject to the usual build- 
ing restrictions. E\'erything looked 
lovely and the comjiany's rejjrosenta- 
tives departed feeling assured that

A draniatic story of the stabbing of 
U. S. Marshal James M. Shoup, of Ju- 
neau, and the slaying of his assailant, 
a Slavonian, by the wounded man, has 
reached here In adi'ices brought to 
port yesterday by the steamer Queen 
from Alaska. 

One day recently a tall swarthy 
.Slavonian entered a barber's shop in 
.funcau and demanded the price of a 
^ihavc. He was Intornied that it would 
cost him six bits. After haggling Xor 
a while he left the shop without being 
shaved. The following day he met tho 
barhcr, an Insignificant looking man) 
In the street, and at once commenced 
to assault him. Another tall Slavonian 
rushed forward and' attennpted to sep- 
arate tho nghters< ,' About - this time 
Marshal Shoup appeared on the 
scone. A big brawny IrlshmB,ni he had 
no difficulty In bringlpg th? Bffro.y to 
an end, and .lie promptly nrrested tho 
two fbrelgnerp, .- both'; of ^ who.m 
thought were. aSs^uItlng 
man. ' • ■ .•'.')» 

AM he was convoying them to the 
police station, one . of the Slavonians, 
he of the liafber's shop incident, drew 
a knife, and, watching his chance, 
plunged It in the breast of the, mar- 
shal. As the latter staggered from 
the blow both .Slavonians broke away 
running In different directions. The 
little barber, who wa.s following, with 
the object of acting as a witness, took 
up the chase after One of them, -whllo 
tho marshal, regaining, hia self pos- 
session, drew, his revolver and com-- 
mencod firing at the other fugitive. In 
the first shot ho winged him, and fol- 
lowing up came face to face with him. 
Again the foreigner attempted to stab 
the marshal but tho latter nring his 
revolver point blank wounded his as- 
sailant mortally. *The iSlayonian stag- 
gered down a slde'all?y, ,>vjiere he ex- 
pired. 

In the meantime tho plucky little 
barber continued his chaso after the 
other man, whom he finally cornered 
and held in a building until help ar- 
rived. The second 'Slavonian was lib- 
erated when.lt was found tjiat he had 
nothing to do wIth'>tlle-.aBl5.iilt. . 

The scene created' a great iirensation 
In Juneau, and was witnessed by a 
number of the residents. According to 
.latest repofts Marshal Shoup is recov- 
ering from the wound in his breast, 
which curiously enough is within a 
few inches of a wound which ho re- 
ceived some years ago when engaged 
in a somewhat similar affray.

That the. earth Is grdwing warmer 
instead of cdoler, as some scientists 
aver, wOUld sebm to be borne out by 
a report Which has reached here from 
Skagway that the glaciers which fringe 
the Aiafifcin dondt; Hh"e''a*6' ettieh year 
dwindling In height by 'sdfhe thirty-six 
inches. 

■year in year out, both In sunmier 
and winter, a number of men mush 
their way to and fro between SUagway 
and Dawson, crossing the glaciers, the 
frozen river beds, and yurmounllng the 
eternal snows on the hills. Thoy are 
men of keen observation, quick to per- 
ceive changes in the trails they travel. 

An officer aboard tho steamer Prin- 
cess Mtiy recently questioned one of 
thesie ftiett'-6h'the theorii' advanced by 
th'e' sblfehtSsti Moses 'B. Cotswortli, that 
the glaciers -in -the rtorth were slowly 
sinking. The theory was confirmed, 
for the musher stated that for a num- 
ber of years past ho had noticed that 
the glaciers worn being redticod In 
size, and he placed tho annual reduc- 
tion at thlrty-slx Inches In height. His 
observations were borne Otit by others, 
men who have travelled tho trails and 
lived In tho land. 

The discovery is of an Immensely In- 
teresting character from a .scientific 
standpoint. Such research la appar- 
ently at present only possible within 
the shadow of the Arctic circle. Tho 
pursuit of knowledge in this direction 
may lead^to the establishment of the 
belief that the. time is coming when the 
Arctic and, Ahtargtio regions of the 
earth will no longer be Icebound, but 
will become habitable portions of the 
globe.

"While the city and tho B. C. Elec- 
tric Company have not yet arrived at 
an'ftrrj^nfeement.^iVholly satisfactory to 
either,' ,'negot|atlohs ■ are still In ipro- 
gresB, whereby It Is confidently hoped 
that a mutually satisfactory agree- 
ment wlll^ bo reached. Amendment 
after amendmen'^ have bebC made to 
the draft agreement as It first came 
before 'the city 'council, and it looked 
very ' miich as If- - the negotiations 
■vv6uld be off ' When at the special 
m'ee.tlng' of the 'council held last' 
Thiirsday evening, when the. by-law 
Incorporating the agreement was con- 
sidered,, two additional _ clauses were 
added, which did not meet tho views 
of tho company. 

Since that time, however, a com- 
mittee composed of Mayor Hall, Aid. 
Turner and tho city barrister ha.ve 
been further considering the. agree- 
ment with tho company's solicitors, 
and It now looks as if the threatened 
cessation of negotiations will not oc- 
cur. , On the contrary the company's 
solicitors here and the civic commit- 
tee have come together, and the 
agreement, as linally decided upon, has 
been forwarded to Vancouver Cor con- 
sideration by the company's otllclals 
there. 

Clauses Added 

When the agreement came before 
the council last Thur.sday evening It 
was adopted v.'it\\ the exception that 
two clauses were added ostensibly to 
safeguard tho city's interests, one 
clause providing, that It at any time 
the city- should desire to do so it 
could develop any source of power 
It possessed and supply power for 
It.s own electric light and power 
purposw!.. Under the agreement as 
first proposed the company offered 
power to the city at one-half the cost 
which it now costs the city to gener- 
ate its power. 

The 'suggestion was advanced that 
perhaps the company would consider 
that the city, in refiising to take that 
power, but Instead developing its own 
power, would, be' entering Into com- 
petition Ji^ltli' It, mi M tjil? nwestion 
of competition la the very gist of the 
agreement. It -^as felt that the com- 
pany wiQUW reWue to ratjfj' tho agree- 
ment If the cl'aiiae were added to the 
agreement, If appears, however, that 
the coiiipany Is willing to allow- the 
city to develop any power it may re- 
quire for ltd own .electric lighting and 
power purpOBes thougtv the city can- 
not sell any of such power to any 
other person or concern. 

Penalty Clause 

Tho , other section added to the 
agreement, however, has been object- 
ed to by the company. It provided a 
penalty in case the company did not, 
as promised, Jnstal its Jordan river 
plint, aAd develop 10,000 horse power 
within the thrse years from the date 
of th* passing of the by-law. It was 
argued by aome members of the city 
cduncll^thal In case the company did 
inbt 'fully, carry out that provision of 
the , Bgreement there was nothing in 
the agWoment -which gave the city 
any recourse. This point hna now, it 
Is stated, been threshed out with the 
result that a clause has been substi- 
tuted to tho effect that the company 
shall develop power as It may be re- 
quired fully 'sumcient to supply all 
reasonable demands. 'As tho company 
has been urging upon the city the ad- 
visability tof entering Into tho agree- 
ment for the very purpose of guar- 
anteeing Its right in case It went to 
Jordan river and as, if tho company's 
business is to be further extended, a 
project which the directors aro most 
anxious to undertake, Jordan river 
must be developed, it Is felt that there 
is little doubt but that tlie company 
win see to It that thero will bo suffl- 
cient power to meet ail rociulremenLs 
aa it extends its system. 

It Is probable that a special meeting 
of the council will be hold tomorrow 
evening, by which time the agreem.cnt 
will have been retuniod from Van- 
couver, and it will be submitted to tho 
council and considered.' .

There was, a short time ago, a novel 
celebration In Dexter ParOt, New York. 
Thousands of boys and girls formed 
Into n procession and after a parade 
with Hags and music assembled In the 
park to llste.n to speeches delivered by 
high clvlo officials. The children were 
members of an organization formed by 
the late Col, "Waring to 'co-operate 
with him In hia work of keeping the 
city of New York clean and in order. 
In each public school a league was 
formed, pledged not to throw litter Into 
the streets as well as to pick up what 
has been carelessly thrown down and 
put It in receptacles placed at inter- 
vals for the purpose. Tho celebration 
was hold on tlm anniversary of the 
founding of the league. The work of 
the children was prosecuted with .such 
enthusiasm and proved so valuable 
that when Mr. Edw.ards was appoint- 
ed a successor to Col. Waring he of- 
fered i)rlzes and banners to stimulate 
competition. 

It has been found that not only the 
streets but the homes of the children 
have Improved, families vying with 
each other In making their premises 
neat and beautiful. If In a great city 
the help of the children Is found so 
valuable. It ought to be even more so 
in a place where. In proportion to the 
area to be covered, there is as little 
help available as in Victoria. There 
is groat rqom here for individual ef- 
fort and it would be as good for tho 
chlldren 'as';^fpr 'tliff" city "If they could 
;be ln^i«[^wfth»!3yle- jp^.^iaSflctorfe 
will 'never •ije''as' {jeautiful" 'faa ' lt can 
be made till not only the men and 
womfen but the children aSi.,wolJ- shall 
be ready to decliire that th^y, are citi- 
zens of rto mean cltj?'. ." ..f^i- '- 



It may be that here on the southern 
end of Vancouver island we will be 
tho flrst to caxry.out successfully ex- 
periments which have been advocated 
in the great centres of population. 
There Is a movement In large cities 
both In England and in some parts of 
tho United States to place the people 
on the land. In some cases what Is 
done is to buHd cottages In gardens 
so that In their spare time men can 
cultivate the land and so add to their 
income. Even If there Is a period of 
unemplo>Tnent tho produce of the gar- 
dens will do much to prevent suffer- 
ing, whilo it Is hoped that the health 
both of the f.athcrs and mothers and 
still more the children will be greatly 
improved by the fresh air and the 
sunshine. 

Still more hopeful ' are those who 
plan to take men from the ranks of 
unskilled labor, and after giving them 
some instruction In the cultivation of 
the land, place them on small hold- 
ings and encourage them, by thrift and 
Industry to acquire the ownership of 
the property. The dream of philan- 
thropists is to banish povejjy,, discon- 
tent and vice by this return 'to con- 
tact with. mother earth and to de- 
pendence upon the land for a living. 

While, In the neighborhood of Vic- 
toria men and women do not buy or- 
chards, gardens or poultry farms be- 
cause they are in' any' special need of 
reformation and although they imder- 
tnko the work because they like it and 
hope to make a prolU by It, yet there 
Is little doubt hut that the good re- 
sults will be much greater than when 
.'vuoh work is to some, 'extent artificial. 
It win. not, at the present rate of prog- 
ress, be very long before all the land 
within many miles af Victoria will 
be laid out In orch.irds and gardens. 
Tlic growing of fruit, large and small 
seems to be destined to be the eliiof 
use to which the land will be applied. 
The people who are engaged In such 
work should be among the happiest as 
they are .among the most useful In- 
habitants of the country. 

If while outside of tho city itself the 
'land Is carefully and profitably cul- 
tivated Victorians within its limits 
preserve space for the g.ardens the old 
timers valued so greatly may It not be 
that It will become a model city to 
which .thot.dwellers In hot and crowd- 
ed streets will look with longing and 
to which they will hasten as soon as 
summer comes with Its closeness and 
heat? Such a movement has oom^ 
menced already but every resident ol 
Victoria could do much to Increase It 
by making each home as beautiful as 
possible." ' By doing this we would, be 
the. gainers In things of much more 
value than money. 



A doctor, writing in the Dally Mall 
warns mothers and nurses against the 
practice of . lifting a child by the arm. 
He says that where the nerves come 
from the bony box of the trunk and 
begin their course down the arm, In 
tho region of tho armpit, thoy are 
liable to injury If tho aVm Is-suddonly 
lifted or wrenched. 

Niitliing Is commonor than to see a 
child helped up a stair or over a rough 
place by lifting the little body by the 
tender arm. There Is no thought or 
Intention of cruelty, and yet Intense 
pain and not seldom po-manent Injury 
(b c'iu."5ef1 by the tlioughtless action. 
As this is a matter which interests 
every mother, it may be well to hoar 
what Dr., H. Riddle has to say about 
a practice that Is very .commorj a,mpng 



those who are very far, from being In- 
tentionally unkind. He writes: 

"The curtilages about the head of. a 
child's bones are very soft, and may 
easily bo pulled out or shape, not, per- 
haps, to tho exterit of causing an ac- 
tual deformity at the lime, but yet 
aulliciently to cause a noticeable lack 
of symmetry of the shoulders in later 
years when tho bones have hardened. 

"When a child Is lifted up by tho 
arm the head of the upper arm bone 
presses directly on the great nerve 
runnlnt; down the arm towards the 
elbow. Tho resulting pressure may 
not bo particularly painful at the time, 
but if constantly repeated It is very 
apt to lead to a weuknss :Ofv the wrist 
and hand, which may persist forryears. 
Tiny portions of the dellcalte.' norver. 
network., may oven ,be, tprnc aorosa.' It 
this happens, the muscles supplied. by; 
this nerve - win waste,- andvparalysla, 
dependlngi:ln Its extent o,n': the- num- 
ber of nerve fibres Injured; may gradu- 
ally develop. ' ^ 

"Not . only are tho Joint tissues and 
the nerves apt to be injured .when the 
whole weight of the body Is suspend- 
ed from the arm, out tho muscles 
themselves may be seriously and pain- 
fully strained. U' any mother or nurse, 
whose habit It is to help the baby 
climb the stairs by pulling it along 
after her as if the child were a bun- 
dle and tho delicately formed arm 
were a mere hoisting rope, doubts 
this, let her try to oupport her own 
weight on one arm even for a mo- 
ment by hanging on to a horizontal 
bar In a gymnasium. Sore and lame 
chest muscles will next day prove to 
her that the untrained arm Is not 
suited for such work. 

"Even under this tost, all the con- 
ditions are In favor of the adult. In 
the llrst place in making the elfort to 
support her body weight she is ready 
for the strain and 'tenses' herself, so 
that the strain may fail on Cully con- 
tracted muscles rather than on Inac- 
tive ligaments and capsule tissues. 

"In the second place, no matter how 
effeminate she may be, her arm mus- 
cles must have acquired a certain 
amount of development during the 
years she ha.s bei'U using the arm. 
With the little mite being 'helped' 
upstairs tlie case is quite different. 
'iMic tiny mu.icles have almost no 
strength, so nearly all the strain falls 
directly on the non-elastic Joint tis- 
sue, therefore the abnormal separation 
of the arm bone and Its socket in the 
shoulder-blade Is much greater than 
in the case of the adult. . 

"Another point to repjember Is that 
tlio grown person when Injured al- 
ways makes "his trouble known at 
once, and sets about healing the hurt 
without delay. Children, on the other 
hand, are frequently silenced with a 
'Don't cry, but be brave,' when they 
only complain of 'symptoms,' and are 
not believed to be hurt until some 
grown-up Is able actually to see some 
outward and physical 'sign' of the 
trouble. By this time an originally 
slight Injury may have become serious 
through lack' Of -prompt treatment. 

"A little reflection on the limitations 
which even grown people have to put 
on the use of their well-developed 
arms will show how little adapted the 
baby's arm Is for service as a handle. 

"Perhaps 99 per cent, of the work 
done by the arm Is carried out with 
the elbow at a lower level than the 
shoulder. Even. when a man is pull- 
ing downwards on a rope passing over 
a pulley his elbows are bent, and a 
complete set of muscles Is hardened to 
take the strain pff^the shoulder Joint. 
When a baby Is :Tlhpd up Into a car-' 
riage'or motor omnibiis or helped (up- 
stairs by Its nurse tugging at its arm, 
the arm and shoulder muscles are 
either entirely relaxed or else are so 
cramped by the abnormal condition of 
the bones that they do little towards 
minimizing the dead weight of tho 
body on tho Joints structure."

Here Webb looked round. He was two 
lengths behind, but was putting in 
strong sculling at a quick rate. Arnst's 
steady sweeping strokes, however, held 
him well in the- lead. At tho mile and 
a half Arnst; ni'iist have led by ten 
lengths. We"bl)--went' dose In to the 
left bank, but drew out In time. The 
challenger made a line spurt, which re- 
tlticed the gap considerably, 

Arnst by tills time crossed Into 
Webb's water. Arnst was striking 24, 
and made a lot of pace. AVebb, who 
was pulling 31 to the minute, was mak- 
ing his boat lly. Two miles were cov- 
ered in 10 niin. G2 sec. Both men 
showed signs here of distress from the 
severe struggle. Rounding the ben'd 
for home Arnst quickened to 2S, ami 
drew away a little,' but soon slackenea 
to his usual 24. Webb aroused loud 
cheers by bis- final rally over tho last 
200 yards. Arnst, however, held on 
steadily, and won by three or four 
lengths In the record time of 18 min. 
14 3-5 sect 

nichard Arnst won the championship 
from Webb on December 15 of last 
year. It was quite a feeble effort on 
Webb's part, to defend -his title, and 
Arnst rowed clean away from him In 
the first minute. After that the leader 
had no occasion to fully exert hlinsclf. 
When paying over the stakes, which 
were .CI, 000, Webb stated that he had 
met a betj.er man, und had no wish to 
make another race. His backers, It 
seemed, were willing to give liini an- 
other elKuiee, but he declined their 
generous offer. It was some weeks 
later that Webb and his spiiporters 
ma'de It known that he was not In per- 
fect health when he was defe.-ited, and 
after a course of treatment for muscu- 
lar-rheumatism, he Issued a challenge 
to Arnst. Hence the race which was 
rowed for the championship of the 
world and £1,000 -stakes. 

Webb had a remarkably confident, 
following In New Zealand, and his form 
was considered as -efiUdl to that of his' 
rival by experts who are now In Wan- 
Sumil. The course Xvas three miles 
down stream, and the water Is as a 
rule fast, smooth, and easy to the 
scullers. At times there Is a consldor- 
able iiniount of drift wood In die river, 
and for this reason the referee (.Mr. T. 
D. Cummins) was given the right to 
postpone the race from day to day. 

In Sydney, where the real merit of 
.Vrnst as a sculler Is recognised, there 
was never any doubt as to his ability 
to outrow Webb, who is hot regarded 
there as u really llrst-claSs oftrsman. 
Arnst has been a most etiiiable expon- 
ent of professional sculling for nearly 
two years. 

-Arnst's prospects for future races arc 
not particularly bright. No one here 
Win want to race him, and neither Dur- 
nc(n nor Ernest Barry has gone any 
further with the challenges j'llssued' 
earlier -in the year. It la probable the' 
cHanipIori 'Will ' return *tof Jiydn^y In a^ 
fQw ;Sve.ekS( 'and that' Hls"^,brother John. 
ArnH will a'ccbmpany hiirl, having in' 
view a course of tuition in tho art of 
sculling. He has been very successful 
as a cyclist, and may become a line 
sculler, having strength and. Btarnicift 
almost equal to that possesapd; by.VhIs 
brother, the champion. n'.V.,f '., . v','?'

Dublin. ,Tn]y 27. — Sir Horace Plun- 
kett has been Interviewed by the Ijon- 
don Morning Post on the land bill now 
pending in Parliament. Sir J-Joraco 
said: 

"I do not believe that the landlords 
will consent to sell on the paper ))ur- 
chaso scheme If It means marketing 
their stock at an additional discount of 
6 per cent, below 92, the price which 
appears to be fixed in the btil; but, 
then, the Governinent may fix the 
price lo'wer than 92, raising the pro- 
portion of 'excess stock' so that the 
selling landlord may still come out at 
par." 

"But in that case, Is not the liability 
of the state still further Increiised to 
the amount of 14 per cent," was .a.sked, 
"and If any considerable amount of the 
stock came on the market would not 
this tend to slump even lower than the 
presont prloe,' at Se?'!'

but on the basis of the present prlw 
for land stock, the not 'loss to the land- 
lord is over iiS In tho iilOO, the stock 
having fallen billow 86. II the bill be 
amended to cover this £6 also by "ox- 
cess stock," the taxpayer Is made li- 
able for the whole difference of £11 
Iier cent, between tho present market 
price and par, with no security for 
this beyond the chance that the stock 
may rise. That indicates the addi- 
tional concession expected from the 
landlord to encourage land purchase; 
and llie tenant's concosalon to meet it 
Ih in raising his annuity by 5s. In tlie 
i:iO0, calculated on tho purchase prlee. 
This additional 5;f. in the Interest may 
help to check tho fulling of the stock; 
but. on the other hand, any extensive 
sellini^ would increase the amount of 
the i)aper in tlie market, dopres.sing Uh 
price In jjroporlion. • In short, the lii- 
i-rease which the tenant lias to pa>- 
is dellnitely llxeil, but the landlord can- 
not possibly know where he is to stand, 
and without some.iimit to tho '•excess 
stock" to meet slumping, the taxpayer 
might tind himself liable for an addi- 
tional 60 per cent on the whole price 
of the land sold. 

Meantime, a'part from these Increas- 
ed liabiUties, Sir Horace says: "Some 
i::iOO,000,000 of Imperial funds will 
iiavo been Invested in the latest iinal 
.settlement of the Irish land question. 
.\ly belief is that the investment l.s 
secure If, and only If, the peasants are 
Induced to put more capital, more 
skilled work, and better bu.slnoss meth- 
ods Into tho Industry of farming. 1 do 
not see in Mr. lilrrell'.s bill, or in his 
speeches In suijport of it, any evi- 
dence thut he and Ills advisers have 
faeod this, the centre of the problem. 
SItilled work and business InethoJ.s 
mean education, but Mr. Birrell calls 
Irish education 'r<i)ulslve,' and refuses 
to touch it, In short, he asks the ta.\- 
payer to put still more of his money 
into a decaying concern, but declined 
to do anything to arrest the decay in 
order to secure the money." 

The next question was: "'The Morn- 
ing Post would attach much value to 
your opinion on tho question of test 
colonies to relieve congestion." 

"The Morning Post itself has formu- 
lated a plan on these lines." 

"Yes. but you know more about the 
suljject than anyone writing in J^on- 
don." 

"Well, I have (or some time been 
working at a jilan of my own on sub- 
stantially tho same lines; and one of 
the main ideas is to start the congest 
in a ui-w colony with as much land as 
he could manage, I'.xtending his area 
for hini in ijroportion as he iiro.trressed 
in the knowledKe and use of it. lie 
might start with, say, four acres, for 
a four-course rotation, with summer 
grazing on pasture kejit in common, 
and tlie tillage of th(! four acres for liis 
winter feeding. I would have the work 
under eom])ctent direction, and iC the 
man did well I would udd a fifth acre, 
a sixth, and so on, as fast as ho de- 
veloped tho capacity to work It for Its 
fullest production. Elach man, know- 
ing that more land awaited him, when 
he proved himself fit for It, would have 
tho greed for land, a stimulus to in- 
dustrial efficiency. Instead of working 
as It does now toward.s tho smallest 
production on tho largest possible 
area." 

"Then," Sir Horace went on, "It is 
folly attempting an agricultural Utopia 
by mcjins of an 'economic holding,' 
managed by an uneconomic system by 
an uneconomic man. When will people 
understand that It is the system and 
the man Ave have to deal with much 
more than tho holding?" And again; 

"The object to be attained Is to 
develop a national public opinion 
(which does exist) on this matter, so 
that considGratlons of the public good 
may prevail over local prejudices. Mr. 
Blrrell's scheme will Inatal local prc- 
Judtco In a position of such power as

It never exercised before agrUnst the 
success of any scheme in Ireland. Tlu^ 
general ta-xpayer has not a notion ot 
what Is being proposed for Hie pro- 
tection (or, rather, for the destruction) 
of Ills own interests In the matter. It 
Is not his Interests, however, that most 
concerns me, but rather those of the 
peasantry, who stand to suffer more 
than anybody else." 

Under the new bill the money for 
any such experiment must come out 
of the additional .i; 1 ,000,(J00 for con- 
gestion; and as the whole of this is 
deducted from the cash for land pur- 
chase there is need to see that it is 
not lost at both ends. jV nian> of^ 
business would naturally assume that 
such an experiment would be the first 
thing to suggest Itself to a board con- 
stituted for the solution of the con-' 
gestlon problem; yet the board has 
now been at work for eighteen years, 
and notliing of tlu; kind has been 
done, though money has been spent 
in l)iiildlugs and •■improvements" on 
congested holdings which have not one 
continuous acre of arable soil, and on 
which there Is not a progressive liv- 
ing for a family In any conceivable 
eireinnstances. In fact, the congested 
districts board have idle grass land on 
their hands in one congested district, 
and the money spent on those impo.s- 
slble holdings In another, without the 
remotest hope of ever realizing a tol- 
erable- standard of comfort. It Js not 
the fault of the government or of the 
olllclals that the congested districts 
board has failed so miserably; the 
failure Is In spite of tho government 
and tho ofncials, and duo wholly to 
Irish local Influences, which have 
caused the money to be diverted from 
the jjurposes intended in the statute. 
The obvious antidote to thi.-i woidd he 
to diminish local InlTuenees on the 
board; but iMr. Blrrell's bill proposes 
to Increase them. , 

ICven -Mr. .John Dillon, though lie de- 
mands more money from l\h' I',ritish 
taxpayer, and Is re.ui.v to divert the 
,C l.DOb.OOn from ordinars- land pur- 
cha.se, dares not oppose the will of 
those who threaten to make this pari 
of the measure unworkable. Yet thu 
is the most valuable part of the meas- 
ure, the provision most urijent and 
mo.st beneficent. Land purchase in 
the case of the man who has plenty 
of land is no such pressing matter as 
the migration of tho man has not en- 
ongli land to live. The real thing 
wanted is to limit ordinary luircliase 
to the cash iirovlslon already ;i.t work, 
and to llnaneo a thorough teat In 
migration.

Thrilling Sea Tale. 
A thrilling story of the loss of the 
bark Orleans with seven of her crew 
when bound from the Seycheilo isl- 
ands for Dunedln with guano, was 
brought by the steamer JMnj'ama 
which reached port tonight from Aus- 
tralia. The Orleans- was abandoned 
20,0 miles off the west coast of Tas- 
mania after the crow of l4 had worked 
for five days at the pumps in vain, 
tlie vessel being ll.sted over with the 
water reaching her hatches. For 12 
d.ays the survivors suffered terribly 
in an open boat before Capt. Linds- 
tol ;ind hL\ men reached McQuarrio 
Heads, Tasmania, and reported the 
loss of seven shipmates. For 11 days 
the two l)oats from the wreck were 
In company and then parted in heavy 
weather. Several tugs and a govei-n- 
mont ^'t^aTnei^ wero sent to search but 
failed to And the missing boat. The 
survivors wore In a weak state, all 
having swollen feet and legs, and the 
steward was delirious, and almost 
succumbed to the privations endured. 
Disastrous Floods. 
Great floods which occurred in 
Queensland caused the loss of several 
lives and Immense loss, according to 
news brought by the Marama. People 
had to take to boats over a large area 
and many cases of suffering and 
thrilling experiences were rejinrted. 
One man spent two days clinging to 
a log without food before Ijeing res- 
cued. Bridge after bridge im tlio 
Murray river was w-aslu^d away. 
Pirates Were There. 
The salvage steamer Zingara which 
wont to Christmas Isljind to salve the 
Aeon wreck turned to -•Vuckland 
shortly before the Marama sailed with 
scant success. The salvors reiiorted 
their visit liad been anticlpati-d, the 
dlsai)])earance of the A<.-on's boats 
which had been drawn up on high 
ground Indicating with the absence of 
cased goods from the wreckage that 
unauthorized salvors — pirates they 
said — had been to the wreck. The hull 
had disappeared and only a few stores 
■were found. 

"King of Walon." 
The steamer Marania brings now.'; 
from New Zealand that a claim made 
by the United Stales government for 
land.s In .Auckland province valued at 
two iuid a half million dollars on be- 
half of William Webster, a deserter 
from a whaler over ,a half century 
ago, known in Auckland as "The King 
of Walon" has been thrown out of 
court. Webster last heard of at San 
Francisco, wa.s dispossessed of the 
lands by Governor Hobson In 1811. 
and he sent a claim from San Fran- 
cisco. Since his heirs have miule a, 
claim for $2,500,000 through the Wash- 
ington government and Sir Robert 
Stout was commissioned to invcstlgato. 
Me reported unfavorably and the claim 
has been tlirown out.

The steamer Amur reached port 
y<'sterday morning from tlie Queen 
Charlotte islands 'and northern Brit- 
isli Columbia porta with 39 passen- 
gers and 300 tons ot ore from the 
Ikeda bay mines, for the Tyce smelter 
at Ladysmlth. The Amur brought 
news that lish poachers were busy 
on tlio northern halibut grounds, 
working inside the tlire-.: mik- limit. 
Ofllcers of the steamer state liiat dur- 
ing the three past trips of the Amur, 
many iioaching vessels liave been seen 
widl inside tile three-mile limit. The 
larger steamers have not Ijcen seen 
Ijoaching lately, but there Is a lleot of 
small gasoline veasels, with three or 
four dories on each, jengaged In depre- 
dations on Jhe northern halibut 
grounds. Close" Inshore at Banlts- Isl- 
and, far Inside the three-mile limit, 
four of these i>oachers were seen with 
their dories out engaged in fishing. 
'I'wo trips ago, other poaching vessels 
were seen, all small gasoline auxiliary 
schooners. When the Amur was off 
Nawitlie Ijar at the noi-th end of 
N'ancouver islaiiil on .Sunday, two of 
the poaching llsliing craft were seen 
coming out. They had seemingly licen 
sheltering, using the harbor to clean 
tlii'lr lish. 

Hev. (.". N. Webber who was on 
boiird the missionary steamer Udal 
when she was wrecked in Portland 
canal, was among tho passengers of 
the Amur. While lie and Capt. Oliver 
were awaiting breakfast, Capt. Oliver 
left tile wheel to go aft to see wliy 
the morning liam and eggs were over- 
due, and incidentally looked over the 
<;ngines. Meanwliile the little boat 
Hwer\-ed in an eddy and ran on a rock, 
bumping heavily and (llling. She 
sank in seven minutes. 

The Revs. Allan and Brown, and 
I^r. White were accompanying tho 
boat on this trip, but were not on 
lioard at the time of tho accident, 
only the captain, Mr. Oliver, 
and Jtev. .Mr. Webber being 
in charge, and they managed 
to escape In a row boat. The boat 
was l)ullt hy Capt. Oliver and was 
presented liy him to the church to take 
the place of the Glad Tidings, which 
was sunk last year. The Bp-worth 
league societies • supported tho work 
carried on Ijy the ship. The vessel 
was Insured fully being valued at 
5^5,000. 

The Amur broke two blades from lier 
pniiieller at Prince Rupert as a result 
of striking a floating log and was taken 
to Port Simpson with the remaining 
blades. She wa.s beached and the en- 
gine room crew affected ropali-s, fitting 
spare blades ciirrle-d on board. Rough 
w-<Nither -ivas encountered In Hecate 
Strall.s, wdth a high sea. 

From tho Queen , Charlotte Islands, 
the. Steamer brought news that mining 
activity prevailed In several districts. 
The Steamer landed a large Bhipmcnt 
of supplies for the Gold harbor mines 
at.Tasso Inlet on account. of. J.- E. Corl- 
ett, at Skidegate, froiin ->vhere.tnore.mln- 
orn wore being taken by a' gasoline 
launch to the mines "on the. West' Coast 
of tho Queen Charlottes. The steamer 
brought 300 tons of ore from tho Japa-

BUTTER AND EGGS 
SOARJN PRICE 

Increased Demand Puts Values 
of Dairy Products 
Higher 



Higher prices for butter and eggs 
were inaugurated this week when an 
advance of live cents In tho price of 
creamery butter and a like increase in 
the price of the lien product was 
made on llie local market. 

The heavy demand for dairy pro- 
ducts coupled with the lack of of- 
ferings is given as the reason for the 
upturn in values. 

With tho exception of tho Chllliwack 
and Edenbank creameries all manu- 
facturing plants have advanced first 
grade creamery butter to 45 cents per 
pound. The imported article from tho 
Alberta creameries is still ciuoted at 
35 cents and dairy butter at 30 cents, 
but It Is not unlikely that an advance 
In tliese supplies will be made. \iss» 
are now <iuoted at -tO cents per dozen 
and the supply Is very scarce. Even 
tlie price nf eastern egg.s, while un- 
changed Is remarkably llrm and ar- 
rivals are growing limited. 

In other lines of market produce 
the past week has seen but few 
changes. Tomatoes, of the local hot- 
house, grovyn variety, have declined in 
price 5 cents per pound to 15 cents. 
Green and wax beans are now arriving 
and retailing at 10 cents per pound. 
Local grown potatoes arc easier In 
price at 2 cents per pound compared 
with 3 cents per pound a week ago. 
In the fruit line tlie growing scarcity 
of raspberries, Logan berries and 
currants Is tlio feature, but prices are 
as yet unchanged at 15 cents for the 
first and two pounds for 25 cents for 
Logan berries and currants. 

Water melons are arriving in large 
quantities. From two to three car- 
loads of the fruit weekly arrive on 
this market and the demand absorbs 
nil offerings. Prices range from 25 
cents to 50 cents each, according to 
size. In other lines' of produce prices 
remain at last week's level.

WAITS ON ACTION 
OF STEEL BOARD 



Stock Market Hesitates Pend- 
ing Decision as to Steel 
Dividend 



New York, July 27. — Tho slock 
market today was characterized still 
by narrowness and professionalism and 
Its movements had little algnlllcancc 
as an Index of linanelal news or con- 
ditions. Tho time set for the meeting 
oC the United States Steel directors 
was 3 o'clock, which left tho nuirket 
confronted with tlio eertLi.lnty that It 
would know nothing of tho action 
taken on tho dividend In time for trad- 
ing before tomornnv. This position of 
apparent doubt Inspired little specula- 
tive activity, such as is often induced 
by a confused prospect even more than 
by a certainty. The desultory buying 
of stocks was attributed to profession- 
al short covering, including buying for 
London account in preparation for a 
coming stock market settlement. The 
small Impression mode on the price of 
United iStates Steel by the broad inti- 
mation of the past few days that no 
dividend increase was to bo counted 
•upon made the shorts In the stock un- 
willing to wait for tho action of the 
directors. There wa.s a signillcant 
growth of the Impression, proved true 
by the event, that a compromise de- 
cision will bo reached by tho directors 
to put tho dividend on a three per cent 
basl.s. The efforts of the bear.s to cov- 
er found no pressure of offerings to 
sell, holders of the stock apparently 
awaiting the action of tho dividend 
meeting In placid indlfterenco. 

Trade advices continued lilghly s.at- 
l.sfactory from the steel Industry and 
thoso industrials were strong as a 
group. From the copper trade came 
another discouraging setback In a re- 
newed fall in prices In London and 
New York and reports of concessions 
to secure orders l).v the selling agency 
of leading Interests In this country. 
The copper Industrials were not af- 
fected by this news but followed tho 
prevailing upward tendency along with 
the steel group. Union Pacific stretch- 
ed Its record price by an advance of 
another throe-eighths but without at- 
taining the coveted goal of the 200 
mark although lackin^rbut an Irredue- 
Ible fraction. '.4 '• ' 

The money question remained in tho 
background in the estimation of the 
stock market element. The outward 
gold movement cqhtlnucs and New 
York borrowers are" resorting again to 
foreign lenders for largo amounts. 
Bonds were steady, total sales par 
value $4,284,000. U. S, bonds were un- 
■rlianged on call.
